LONDON, April 26.—The_ imiport- 
ance of every Allied country engaged 
in the war to get every possible man 
into position to support the battle- 
front was emphasized by Gen. Delma 
Radcliffe, chief director of military 
operations at the war office, today, in 
his first interview with newspapermen 
since he took over the position, for- 
merly held by Major-Gen. I", Bb, Maur- 
ice, 

“The Germans are going on with 
this same ring process,” he said, “and 
we haye got to make up our minds 
that it is not this week, or next week, 
or next month, that this fight is com- 
ing to a decison. We are going to 
fight the whole summer and in the 
end, it is a question of who holds the 
last reserves. 

“Reserves on the west front are 
now, Iam happy to say, in the hands 
of one command, namely, Gen. Foch, 
in whom everybody in both armies has 
complete confidence. He has so far 
employed only a small proportion of 
his reserves and that {js a good augury 
for the future, 

Contest of Eudurance 

“T want to emphasize the fact that 
this is a long-drawn out contest of en- 
durance—endurance of nations, That 
is why it is so imperative for this 
country, and al} countries which are 
engaged, to get hold of every man 
they possibly can to support the bat- 
tlefront, What Is going to tell in the 
end is men,”’ 

In summing up the battle situation, 
Gen, Radcliffe sald: 

“As regards a few days preceding 
April 23, the German activities were 
devoted chiefly to the Lys sector be- 
tween Givenchy and Merville, All the 
details haye been published and the 
net result will highly satisfy us. The 
Germans put {n a lot of troops, suf- 
fered heavy losses and gained abso- 
lutely nothing. 

“Around Givenchy, particularly, the 


result was satisfactory. Some  im- 
portant positions changed hands and 
were finally left in our possession. 


“urther north we gained quite a little) 


ground and took a considerable num- 
ber of prisoners. All] that was good— 
balance of losses and wear and tear— 
Were decidedly against the Germans 
and that is what we want. 

Kemmet Hill Capture Important 

“On the morning of April 24, the 
enemy began a more serious effort op- 
posite Amiens and yesterday he 
started a heavy attack on the Kemmel 
front, The enemy has made consid- 
erable progress. The latest informa- 
tion is still incomplete, but there is no 
doubt the Germans succeeded in oc- 
cupying Kemmel Hill, «a sector in- 
volving both French ‘and 
troops,

MAN BACK FROM BATTLE FRONT 


Declares That Estimate of Fatal Casualties is Reliable—States That 
Three Million United States Troops Are Needed | 
to End the War in 1920, 


Mo., April 26,—Ger- 
many will never break through the 
Allied line on the western battle 
front, is the opinion of Maj. George 
W. Simmons, manager of the South- 
western Division of the American 
Red Cross, who returned to St. Louis 
last night, after two months spent in 
France and England, 

“Failure to break the line,” said 
Simmons, “will mean the end of the 
kalser’s offensf¥e, and will mark the 
beginning of the end of the war. From 
that time on the Allies will assume the 
offensive, 

“Even when the supreme effort 
Germany is now making on the 
western front fails~’ Simmons added, 
“and Germany is placed on the de- 
fensive, my opinion is that it will be 
the fall of 1920 at the earliest before 
the war is over.” 

Simmons praised the well nigh per- 
fect morate of the soldiers of France 
and England and of the civilian popu-

lation as well. “There is no other 
thought but win the war,” he said, 


“and absolutely no sentiment in favor 
of a negotiated peace, 
Millions of Men Needed 

“No one seems to know how many 
troops the United States now has in 
France, but whatever the number may 
be, hundreds of thousands more are 
needed, Three million men from the 
United States will have to be placed 
on the fighting line to bring about the 
kind of peace that America and the 
world would have," 

Simmons is enthusiastic regarding 
the spirit and fighting qualities of the 
American boys who have. already 
reached the front, but none the less 
enthusiastic, he said, are the people 
of the Allied nations, who look upon 
the Sammies as the embodiment of 
everything that is good, 


Tine Will Hold te 
“T have talked with officers of all 
ranks in France and England,” he 


said, “and without exception they feel 
that the Allied line will hold, but with 
one accord they send the message to 
the people of the United States—send 
us more men.”

“They are} 
putting everything they havp into the 
fight and staking all on the outcome,” 
he added. 

Maj, Simmons returns home witha 
high opinion of the American newspa- 
per correspondents, whom he de- 
scribes as one of the finest bodies of 
men he ever met, and with the opin- 
ion that the censorship regulations 
should be relaxed in at least some 
particulars, 

Fayors Publishing Losses 

“I feel that the American people 
should know more about the casual- 
tles of their troops,” he said. ‘The 
matter the correspondents are allowed 
to send out tells of losses inflicted up- 
on the enemy, but makes no mention 
of our own losses. It is foolish to ex-j| 
| pect one to think that battles can be 
fought in modern times without both 
|}sides suffering, The correspondents 


feel that a serlous wrong is being 
done, as they cannot give the exact 
facts,”

City Treasurer Looks For Con-| 
siderable Sum Before Sale 
Itself Begins 


To release property now in the tax 
sale list owners must pay all arrears 


of taxes up to and prior to the end of 
1915. 

There is one important point per- 
haps not generally known. ‘To take 
property out of the sale the taxes up 
to the end of 1915 have to be paid, 
but when the property is actually 
auctioned at the sale it is sold for all 
arrears of taxes up to 1917. The city 
has the right to sell for all tax arrears 
up to the December prior to the issue 
of the tax list, and this, therefore, tn- 
cludes the 1916 and 1917 tax arrears. 

City Treasurer Barnhouse, who is 
handling all payments made in con- 
nection with property taken out of the 


| sale list, says that he believes that a 


considerable amount of property will 
be redeemed, Up to date $18,000 has 
been paid in tax arrears during the 
last seven days. The payments have 
heen made generally on property dis 
tributed through the celty, but the 
heaviest payments have been made on 
central property, in one case $4,000 in} 
arrears having been pald. The city 
treasurer says that he is looking for 
some considerable payments when 
the tax list is published. 

As for the sale itself, some inquiries 
have already been recetyed, and owing 
to the reduction of the redemption 
period there was promise of a much 
more successful sale than last year. 

All the property will be sold, that 
rot disposed of to the outside public 
will be sold tothe city itself. In each 
case the redemption period is eighteen 
months, and at the end of that time, 
if not redeemed in the case of pro- 
perty sold to the city, the city can take 
title, The city can then dispose of 
the property as It sees fit. 

In answer to a question the treas 
urer said that he had no authority to 
take Victory bonds in payment of tax 
arrears.

NOT TO TAKE UP | 
_ HAIL INSURANCE 


Unable to Make Suitable Plans 
With Company, Drop Scheme 
| This Year 


The United Farmers of Alberta will 
not enter the hail insurance field this 
year. Last year the association, 
through an arrangement with one of 
the larger hail insurance companies, 
wrote hail insurance for its members, 
This year the U.F.A. was unable to 
make such arrangements which, in| 
the opinion of its executive, were ne-, 
sary in the interests of its mem- 
and decided to retire from the 
altogether this season. | 

“The executive now advises,” the 
| official statement says, “every mem- 
ber and every local secretary to act 
on his own judgment in taking out} 
hail insurance or in acting as agent | 
‘in writing hail insurance this year. 

“It should be clearly understood 
that the U.F.A. as an association is not!

company or corporation whatever. 
Any statements to the contrary are 
untrue

Speaking of revenue, Mr, McBride 
said that one source had been cut off, 
as in 1916 the eum of $44,000 was 
realized from the bar, As they were 
aware, the bullding cost over a mil- 
lion dollara. here were 175 bed- 
rooms, and of these the average num- 
ber occupied in 1916 was 81, and in 
1917 the average was 76.

“The securing of satisfactory re- 
turns for the wool produces of Canada 
is practically in the hands of the Ca-

handling of Canadian wool. 
Canadian Market Is t Market 


“At a meeting recently held in Ot- 
tawa of the war‘board with represen- 
tatives of the wool growers, the wool 
dealers and woo] manufacturers, the 
whole situation was carefully discuss- 
ed. The big difficulty of a Canadian 
market for Canadian wool is that the 
Canadian manufacturers have not the| 
machinery to handle it properly. The 
Canadian market is really the United 
States market. 

Speaking further of the prospects 
for this year's market, Mr. McCatg | 
said: “At the present time there is no} 
Canadian embargo on the sending out} 
of our wool, but the American govern- | 
ment has given itself an option to July} 
i, on all imported wool at the same

selling of early clips of this year’s crop) 
in the States so far.

NITED STATES 
THRIFT STAMPS 


—_—_——_ 


Thrift stamps are taking an impor- 
tant place in small trade transactions 
{n the United States in connection 
with the third Liberty loan campaign. 
T..e stamps cost 25 cents each, and 
are sold in bulk to business establish- 
ments to be used as change where 
possible, As they are taken in change 
when goods are purchased by the in- 
dividual, they are stuck on a# card of- 
ficially provided for the purpose. The 
card has place for 20 stamps, worth 
$5.00, A certain premium is allowed 
on a card of stamps, commencing with 
the opening of the Liberty loan cam- 
paign, The amount of the premium 
allowed decreases at the rate of a cent 
a day. In the case of the thrift stamp 
premium takes the place of interest. 
The maximum premium on @ card of 
thrift stamps is 60 cents. On the date 
of the opening of the Victory loan 
campaign a card bearing 18 stamps 
could be exchanged at any post office 
or. bank for @e war stamp of $5.00.

Washington declares that price 
fixing in Germany has failed and 
that the profiteers are holding up 
the public as mercilessly as they 
have been doing in Canada, There 
is some satisfaction in that, any- 
way. For once public sympathy 
in this country will be with the 
profiteers. They are helping the 
Allies, just as the Canadian profii- 
eer has helped Germany. 


It Is Still the British Navy. 

However thoroughly it may have 
been done, the blockade of the 
Zeebrugge harbor is not as impor- 
tant as the fact that the British 
navy is made up of men who dare 
try to do such things. The raid on 
Zeebrugge is only a magnificent 
incident which proves that the 
heroism that made the traditions 
of the British navy is still its ani- 
mating spirit. That spirit will yet 
find a way to deal wth the enemy 
after the manner of his deserts, 
whether by ‘‘digging him out of 
his holes’? or by plugging the 
holes, 


The Intent Is the Crime. 

It has been found that someone 
—presumably an employee in the 
factory—plugged up the oil pipes 
of farm tractors shipped to West- 
ern Canada, no doubt in the hope 
of causing delay in the spring 
farming operations. Timely dis- 
covery may prevent any serious 
delay occurring. But that fact 
should not be taken into account 
in fixing punishment if the guilty 


party is identified. Whoever tries | 


to prevent food production at this 
time is a traitor to humanity and 
should be punished according to 
his intent, whether it succeeded or 
not, 


Business Is Growing. 

Week by week the bank clear- 
ings continue to show a substan- 
tial increase over the figures for 
the corresponding weeks a year 
ago. Bank clearings do not record 
the volume of business transacted 
in the community, they only indi- 
cate it, and an increase reported 
for a particular week might be due 
to causes other than a general in- 
crease in the amount of business 
being done. But this consistent 
showing of increased returns week 
after week and month after month 
can have only one meaning. Busi- 
ness in the city is decidedly on the 
up grade. 


No “Exemption Bill’’ Here. 
Alberta gave more volunteers 
than any other province in the 
Dominion in proportion to popu- 
lation, or in proportion to popu- 
lation of recruiting age. And the 
Military Service act took from Al- 
berta—not only a larger number 
of men than from any other proy- 
ince in proportion to population— 
but an actually larger nuinber of 
men than was taken from any 
other province except Ontario; 
and from a population five or six 
times as large Ontario gave some- 
thing more than twice the number 
of. draftees. Whatever it has 


meant elsewhere, the Military Ser- | 


vice act has meant conscription in 
Alberta. 


A Correction. 

By error it was stated in this 
column yesterday that a decision 
had been given in the police 
court declaring that stocks of 
liquor now held in the city 
warehouses were within 
law. That ies a mistake. The 
fact is that actions entered against 
the owners of these stocks were 
withdrawn, on the decision of the 
Attorney - General’s department 


that legislation passed at the re- 
cent session of the legislature au- 
thorizes warehousing for export 
trade. It was thus by the law 
branch of the government, not by 
the court, that the law was inter- 
preted to justify the accumulation 
of these iiquid reserves in the city. 
That, of course, does not affect the 
point raised in the paragraph re- 
ferred to. To suppose that these 
stocks were brought in for the pur- 
pose of carrying on an export 
trade with the Yukon or Quebec 
or Australia seems a bit difficult ; 
and the presence of both the li- 
quor and a thirst within the prov- 
ince must constitute a standing 
temptation to dispose of the stocks 
in violation of the provincial pro- 
hibitory law. 


The Mother’s Pension Idea. 


The proposal for a mother’s pen- 
sion scheme, which is to be taken 
up at next session of the Legisla- 
ture, seems to be one concerning 
which the argument is all on one 
side—provided the scheme is re- 
\stricted to the provision of public 
|assistance to mothers who need it. 
There is no apparent need in this 
particular part of the world of 
combatting race suicide by a pen- 
sion scheme which would put a 
bounty on the increase of popula- 
tion. But it is out of keeping with 
the sentiment and aims of a civil- 
ized society that a mother should 
lack the means necessary to bring 
up her children in decent comfort 
and give them a fair start in life. 


As' Between ‘‘Pirates.’’ 

The German foreign minister 
complains that the Russian Black 
Sea fleet has taken matters into 
its own hands, recognizing no au- 
thority, and is carrying on opera- 
tions against Germany’s 
Technically the commanders of the 
Russian ships may be pirates, and 
entitled to no public sympathy. 
{But in this particular instance 
| civilized sentiment will have to be 
pardoned for taking sides in ille- 
gitimate warfare and hoping that 
under the new banner, black, red 
or whatever color it may be, the 
new rovers will do ample damage 
to both the feelings and the allies 
of Berlin. Whatever their position 
under international law, and it 
would probable puzzle The Hague 
conference to define it, the Black 
Sea ‘‘pirates’’ cannot possibly 
sink to the moral level of those 
against whom they are fighting. 


An Injustice. 
Having gone the limit in the 
authority under which local tribu- 
nals could—and did—grant ex- 
emption upon insufficient grounds, 
the Government is now apparently 
going the limit in the other direc- 
tion, and barring the way to ex- 
emption upon grounds as sufficient 
as could possibly be. The order-in- 
council which embodies the new 
policy provides that: ‘‘The 
‘*Governor-in-Council may direct 
‘orders to report for duty to is- 
“sue to men in any class under the 
‘Act of any named age or ages or

In time of war the test of loyalty 
is service; and the measure of 
loyalty is efficiency of service. 
Good intentions are only of value 
when they produce good results. 
Good intentions which either pro- 
duce bad results or no results at 
all are, in effect, treason, Wasted 
effort, or waste of war material, 
whether of men, food, money or 
munitions, is in the same class. In 
three months more we will have 
been at war for four years. Every 
excuse on the part of those in 
charge of our affairs for lack of ef- 
ficiency was available in August 
of 1914. There should be no need 
of excuse—as there can be no 
|excuse—for lack of efficiency in 
1918. In the present struggle 
there is no final efficiency unless 
and until every force of the allies 
is concentrated on the defeat of 
Germany. The leadership which by 
taking account of personal, sec- 
| tional or political advantage fails 
|to ensure unity of 
action amongst the people subject 
to that leadership is thereby help- 
ing Germany to win, and, in faet— 
because in result—is treachery 
to the cause of liberty, and treason 
against the state.

FAILURE OF SINGLE TAX 

From Monetary Times: 


One lesson worth while, at least, has 
been taught the people of Canada, 
whether of the prairie provinces or 
elsewhcre—that a workable taxation 
scheme is to be found only in apply- 
ing the principle of levying rates ac- 
cording to ability to pay, The single 
tax is no open sesame, Land, like 
other property, must fluctuate in value 
as long as risk is inherent in business 
activity: and if it fluctuates in value 
the buoyant revenues ‘that Induce 
reckless financing in flush years may 
not be available In times of depres- 
sion, Less reliance upon speculation, 
and the greater exertion of real pro-

PROHIBITION OF IDLENESS 


The order in council prohibiting 
idleness is dated April 9th. The first 
three sections are as follows: 

1, Every male person residing in the 
Dominion of Canada shall be regu- 
larly engaged in some useful occu- 
pation. 

2. In any proceeding hereunder it 
shall be a defense that the person 
is, 

(a) Under sixteen years or over 

sixty years of age. 

(b) A bona fide student proceed- 
ing with his training for some 
useful occupation, 

(c) A bona fide student tn actual 
attendance at some recognized 
educational Institution, 

(d) Usually employed in some use- 
ful occupation and temporarily 
unemployed owing to differences 
with his employer common to 
similar employees with the same 
employer. 

(e) Physically unable to comply 
with the provisions of the law as 
herein enacted, 

(f) Unable to obtain within rea-

MEDICAL DATA 
OVERSEAS UNITS 
THROWN ASIDE 


Officers Were so Anxious to Have 
Battalions Attain Full 
Strength

Ottawa, April 26—Members of the! 
Staff of the Director General of Medi-| 
cal Services appeared before the spec-| 
fal committee of the House appointed 
to consider the report of the board 
of pension commissioners, giving In- 
formation regarding seyeral questions 
which the committee has been trying 
to solve since its inauguration. The 
efficlency of the various examining 
boards was one matter under discus- 
sion, 

Complaints of soldiers regarding the 
awarding of pensions were also gone 
into and it was shown that many 
grievances were justified. 

Sergt. H. A. Jarvis, representing the 
Army and Navy Veterang submitted 
complaints regarding pensions awards. 
He stated that discrimination was 
made between officers and men, in 
some cases pensions were inadequate 
and in others fair pensions were re- 


Uniformity of Pensions 

He suggested uniformity of pensions 
as a remedial measure and thought it 
would be advisable if representatives 
of the men were appointed to the 
boards, A maximum pension of $1,000 
a year with $100 a year for each child 
in the case of married men, he be- 
lieved would suit all cases, the maxt- | 
mum being paid to men totally dis- 
abled, 

Col. J, H. Cameron stated that, 
according to his opinion, a man’s 
pension was fixed on his ability to 
earn a living on the open market of 
the world, not on his disability, 

Col. McGillivray, the next witness, 
said that in the early days of the war 
officers in charge of battalions were so 
anxious to have their units attain full 
strength that the medical records of 
vyoluntee.* were destroyed. 

Officers’ Pay 

Referring to the pay of officers, the 
witness said {it is the same as ten 
years before the war. A captain with 
a wife and family on the present pay 
goes behind on $100 per month. 

Mr. Nickle read a letter he had re- 
ceived from a prominent medical man 
eriticizing the decisions of the pensions 
board as to disabilities and suggesting 
the appointment of a_medical board 
of review in each military district be- 
fore whom men could apply person- 
ally. 

Captain C. G. Conger, the officer of 
the paymaster-general’s office, who 
has charge of the post discharge pay} 
of soldiers, said that It was the prac- 
tice to deduct overpayments made to 
a soldier or hig wife when he is dis- 
charged. Asa rule, he said, the over- 
payments were not large. Replying}

HOSTILITY TO

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Gas ae an agent of war has not yet 
been realized by the greatest part of 
the public, who still think that gas 
attacks are just an incident of our 
modern warfare, but that idea is quite 
wrong. Gas is used in a systematic 
and well prepared way and_ the 
amount used continually Is almost un- 
believable, 


The first attack in April, 1915, by 


the Germans, which completely 
changed the course of warfare, has 
not yet been forgotten. It was not 


only a complete surprise, but the ef- 
fect was such that had the enemy 
realized the actual results they might 
conceivably have forced their way 
through. As ft wae, they very nearly 
did and tt was only due to the gal- 
lantry of the Canadians who came up 
and closed the gap made in the Eng- 
lish ranks by the deadly ciouds of 
eas. é 

The method first ueed by the Ger- 
mans, and retained ever since, is fair- 
ly simple, but requires great prepara- 
tion beforehand. A hole is dug in the 
bottom of the trench close underneath 
the parapet, and a gas cylinder is 
buried in the hole, It is an ordinary 
cylinder, like that used for oxygen 
or hydrogen. It ie then covered first 
with a quilt of moss, containing potius- 
sium carbonate solution, and then 
with sand bags. When the attack is 
to be made the gand bags and protect- 
ing cover are taken off the cylinder, 
and each cylinder is connected ‘with a 
lead pipe which ts bent over the top 
of the parapet. A sand bag is laid on 
the nozzle to prevent the back “kick 
of the outrushing gas from throwing 
the pipe back into the trench. Our 
own methods are practically tdentical 
with those first used by the Germans, 

The success of a cloud gas attack 
depends on thorough preparation be- 
forehand. The attackers must know 
the country, the layout of the trenches, 
and the direction and velocity of the 
wind with certainty. Favorable con- 
ditions are limited practically to wind 
velocities between 12 and 14 miles an 
hour. A wind of more than 12 miles 
an hour disperses the gas cloud very 
rapidly. An upward current of air 
is the worst foe of gas. The weight 
of the gas ie not an important factor 
in carrying it along, for it mixes ra- 
pidly with air to form the moving 
“cloud.” The time occupied by a gas 
attack is too short to permit of much 
diffusion of the gas out of the original 
mixture. - 

The gas attack must be planned 
very carefully. If the trench line is 
very irregular it is likely that the 
gas will flow into a portion of one’s 
own trenches. The limits of safety in 
wind direction are thus determined 
by the direction of the lines of the 
trenches. The Germans use a 40 do- 
gree angle of safety; that means that 
on a given straight portion of the 
front the wind direction must lie be- 
tween the two directions which make 
angles of 40 degrees with the neigh- 
boring sections of the front. The most 
sultable type of country is where the 
ground slipes gently away from where 
the gas is being discharged. The 
Germane made cne mistake fin believ- 
ing that hilly or wooded country would 
not do, This was refuted by the 
French, who made a successful gas at- 
tack in hilly and wooded country in 
the Vosges, as admitted In a captured 
German report. If the country is flat 
like that about Ypres, and the wind 
direction ig right, there is very little 
difficulty about making an attack, 
especially if the enemy does not know 
anything about it. The element of 
eurprise is important. 

German gas attacks are made by 
two regiments of Pioneers, with high- 
ly technical officers, including engin- 
eers, meteorologists, and chemists. 
They brought their first cylinders into 
the line without our knowing anything 
about ft, except from the deserter’s 
report which was not believed. The 
element of eurprise was greatly les- 
sened when we began to know what 
to look for and to recognize the sounds 
incident to the preparation of a gas 
attack. 

The first attack was made with 
chlorine. If a gas attack is to be made 
with gag clouds, the number of gases 
available is limited. ‘The gas must be 
easily compressible, easily made in 
large quantities, and should be con- 
siderably heavier than air, If to this 
is added the necessity of its being very 
toxic and of low chemical reactivity, 
the choice is practically reduced to 
two gases: chlorine and phosgene. 
Chlorine is to gas warfare what nitric 
acid is to high explosives. Pure 
chlorine did not satisfy quite all the 
requirements, as it is very active 
chemically and therefore easily ab- 
sorbed. Many men in the first attack 
who had sufficient presence of mind 
saved themselves by burying their 
faces in the earth, or by stuffing their 
mufflers in their mouths and wrap- 
ping them around their faces. 

There were several gas attacks of 
almost exactly the same kind early in 
1915. There was no gas between the 
end of May 1915 and December 1915, 
and by that time adequate protection 
had been provided. 

The first protective measures were 
rather primitive. ‘They consisted of 
respirators made by the women in 
England in response to an appeal by 
Kitchener. They were mace of pads 
of cotton wool wrapped in muslin a.d 
soaked in golutions of sodium car- 
bonate and thiosulphate, or simply 
pads of cotton and cotton waste. This 
however, although the only protec- 
tion used for weeks after the first at- 
tack was quickly superseded by more 
perfected means of protection, such as 
the helmet made of a flanne! bag 
soaked in thiosulphate and carbonate, 
with a mica window in it. A modified 
form of this device with different 
chemicals is still used in the British 
army 4s a reserve protection. It ls: 
put over the head and tucked into the 
jacket, and is fool-proof as long as 
well tucked down. This stood up very 
well against chlorine, 

In 1916 word was received by the 
Intelligence Department of a striking 
kind.

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be used, and one of them wan phos- 
gene, a gas which ts very ineidious 
and difficult to protect agairst, We 
had to hurry up to find protection 
against It. The outcome was a helmet 
saturated with sodium phenate. The 
concentration of gases. whon used -n 
a cloud ts small, and 1 tu 1099 by 
volume is relatively very s*rong. Th» 
helmet easily gave protection against 
phosgene at a normal concentration 
of 1 part in 10,000. That hamet was 
used when the next attack came in 
Flanders, on the 19th of December. 
This attack was in many ways an en- 
tirely new departure and markel a 
new era in gas warfare. 


There are three things that really 
matter in gas warfare, an:l these were 
all emphasized in the attack of De 
cember, They are: (1) increased con- 
centration; (2) surpt.ee in tactics, 
(3) the use of unexpected new mua- 
terials. 

Continued efforts have >een made 
on both sides to increase zhe eoncen- 
tration. The first gas attack, jn April 
1915, lasted about one and a half 
hours, The attack in May-lasted three 
hours. The attack in December was 
over in thirty minutes, Thus, atsuin- 
ing the number of cylinders to be the 
same (one cylinder for every meter 
of front in which they were operat- 
ing), the last attack realized just three 
times the concentration of the first, 
and six times the concentration ob- 
tained in May. Other cloud gas at- 
tacks followed, and the time was 
steadily reduced; the last attacks gave 
only ten to fifteen minutes for each 
discharge. We believe that the cylin- 
ders are now put in at the rate of 
three for every two meters of front, 
and may even be dorwble banked. 

The next.item of progress Was in 
gas shells which becoming used iIn 
large numbers made It evident that 
protection by a fabric could not be 
depended upon. 

The box type of respirator was the 
next development. Respirators have to 
fulfil two requirements which are 
quite opposed to one another. In the 
first place they should be sufficiently 
large and elaborate to give full pro- 
tection against any concentration of 
any gas, whereas military exigency 
requires that they be light and com- 
fortable. It is necessary to strike a 
balance between these two. Upon 
@ proper balance depends the useful- 
ness of the respirator. Oxygen ap- 
paratus will not do on account of its 
weight and its limited lLlfe. Two 
houre’ life is excessive for that type. 
The side that can first force the other 
to use oxygen respiratore for pro- 
tection has probably won the war. 

As regards the future of the gas 
cloud, it may be looked upon as almost 
finished. There are so many confi- 
tions that have to be fulfilled in con- 
nection with it that its use is limited. 
It !s very unlikely that the enemy 
will be able to spring another com- 
plete surprise with a gas cloud. 

The case is different with gas shells. 
The gas shells are the most important 
of all methods of using gus on the 
Western Front, and are still tn course 
of development. The enemy started 
using them soon after the first cloud 
attack. He began with the celebrated 
“tear” shells. <A concentration of one 
part in a million of some of these 
lachrymators makes the eyes water 
severely, The original tear shells con- 
tained almost pure xylyl bromide or 
benzyl bromide, made by brominating 
the higher fractions of coal-tar dis- 
tillates, 

The lachrymator shells are less de- 
pended upon than formerly for “neu- 
tralization,’ but are still a source of 
annoyance. Mere annoyance, however, 
may be an effective method of neu- 
tralizing infantry. For instance, 
where large amounts of supplies and 
ammunition are being brought up 
there are always crog-roads where 
there is confusion and interference of 
traffic. A few gas shells placed there 
make every man put on his mask, and 
if it is a dark night and the roads are 
muddy the resulting confusion can be 
only faintly imagined. It may thus 
be possible to neutralize a part of the 
infantry by cutting down their sup- 
plies and ammunition. 

The use of a gas she}! to force a 
man to put on his mask is practically 
neutralization. If at the same time 
you can hurt him, so much the bet- 
ter. Hence the change in gas-shell 
tactice, which consists in replacing 
the purely lachrymatory substance by 
one that is also poisonous, 

One substance used for this method 
of simultaneously harrassing and seri- 
ously injuring was dichloro-diethyl- 
sulphide (mustard gas). Its use was 
begun in July of last year at Ypres, 
and it was largely used again at Nieu- 
port and Armentieres. A heavy bom- 
bardment of mustard-gas shells of all 
calibres was put on these towns, as 
many as 50.000 shells being fired in 
one night, The effects of mustard gas 
as those of a “super-lachrymator.” 
It has a distinctive smell, rather like 
garlic than mustard. It has no tm- 
mediate effect on the eyes, beyond a 
s‘ight trritation, After several hours 
the eyes begin to swell and inflame 
and practically blister, causing intense 
pain, the nose discharges freely, and 
severe coughing and even vomiting 
ensue. Direct contact with the spray 
causes severe blistering of the ekin, 
and the concéatrated vapor penetrates 
through the clothing. The respirators 
of course do not protect against this 
blistering. The cases that went to the 
hospitala however, were generally 
eye or lung cases. and blistering alone 
took back very few men. Many cas- 
ualties were caused by the habit that 
some of the men had fallen into of 
letting the upper part of the mask 
hane down .so as not to interfere with 
seeing. The Germans scored heavily 
in the use of this gas at first. It was 
another example of the element of 
surprise in using a new substance that 
produces new and unusual symptoms 
in the victims. 

Up to the present time there has 
been no material brought out on 
either side that can be depended on 
to go through the other fellow’s res- 
pirator. The casualties are due to 
surprise or to lack of training In the 
use of masks. The mask must be put 
on and adjusted within six seconds, 
which requires a considerable amount 
of preliminary training. If it is to be 
done under field conditions, 

As regards the future of gas shells, 
it should be emphasized that the 
“gas shell" is not necessarily a gas 
shell at all, but a liquid or solid shell, 
and it opens up the whole sphere of 
organic chemistry to be drawn upon 
for naterials. The materlals p'aced 
inside the sh<'ls are transformed into 
vapor or fine droplets by the explo- 
sion and a proper adjustment between 
the bursting charge and the poison- 
ous substance is necessary. 

Both sides are trying to find some- 
thing that the others have not yet 
used and both are trying to find a 
colorless. odorless and invisible eas 
that is highly poisonous. Both sides 
are busy working with grim determin- 
ation and speed and it is within the 
realm of possibilities that the war 
wi'l be finished, literally, in the 
chemical laboratory. 


KEEP PLANETARY GEARS TIGHT 
It is a wise precaution to occaston- 
ally go over the bolts which secure 
the several sections of a planetary 
transmission, to see that no looseness 
has developed. While the loss of a 
bolt or so might not be enough to al- 
low the gear to separate entirely there 
is danger that it might weaken the 
fastenings so as to premit the gears 
to work slightly out of mesh, or that 
the remaining bolts might be sheared 
off as a result of being overloaded.

GARDEN CONTEST 


Liliian Hambly, Age 14, One of the Prize-winners, Tells About Her | 
Achievement in Growing Alfalfa—Explains Method of Inocula- 


tion of Seed With Bacteria—Twenty-one Children Entered the| 


Contest. 


Three years ago, the United Farm 
Women's association of the Duhamel! 
district decided to have a children's 


garden competition for the children of 
the district up to fourteen years cf 
age. 

The beds or plots were to be 4x10 
feet or 6x8 feet, just as each child 
wished. ‘The first year, beans, peas 
and beets for the vegetabie garden, 
while sweet peas, poppies and nastur 
tlums were the flowers; and the prizes 
were $3 for first, $2 for second, ana 
$1 for third. Twenty-one children 
entered this competition. It was found 
that sweet peas and poppies, both be- 
ing nearly the same height and nas- 
turtiums being so bushy, that the 
flower garden was overcrowded, ani 
beans was an uncertain crop on av- 
count of the frost. 

So the second year, beets, carrois 
and parsley were used in the vegeta- 
ble garden, with pansies, nasturtiums 
and mignonette for the flower garden; 
also, a special plot of onions was add- 
ed, and last year these gardens had 
vegetables and flower gardens again, 
and a special plot of alfalfa was 
added. 

The U.P.W.A. bought 3 pounds of 
alfalfa seed and 25c worth of inocu- 
lation bacteria, and a young man who 
had been to the agricultural oollege 
took an afternoon off and helped the 
children inoculate the alfalfa.

YouNG FOLks 


How to make rennet from a pig's 
stomach for the making of cottage 
cheese for feed for the little chicks} 
is told in this articie, chapter five, of 
a series written by Wm. Morgan, of 


Cairns, Alperta, for the special bene- 
fit of the "Young Folks on the Farm. 
Mr. Morgan is now busy cultivating 
and seeding his fields of his large} 
farm near Cairns, away to the south- 
east of Edmonton. He and his nephew 
last year harvested the crop from 175 
acres and put up hay for over 50 head 
of stock, 

Though well up in years, Mr. Mor- 
ean has still a tender spot in his heart 
for the young folks. From the stora- 
house of his varied experience’ in 
agriculture both overseas and in Al- 
berta he kindly offers to assist any 
of the many young folks who, as Sol- 
diers of the Soil, are now taking an 
active and a patriotic interest in farm- 
ing. Any questions from the young 
folks, either children from the farm 
or city lads or lasses going out as 
Soldiers of the Soil, will be welcomed 
by Mr, Morgan. While riding on the 
sulky plow he will think out the an- 
swer and write the reply on some 
rainy day when he can’t work out- 
doors, or in the evening after he has 
seen that the horses, cattle, sheep, 
pigs, and poultry have a!! been pro-| 
perly cared for by those who do the 
chores,

ed to Mr, Morgan, who has already 
given several helpful hints for the | 
Young Folks, 

In chapter five of the series he 


says: 

Boys and Girls.—We are to consider 
the feeding and rearing of chickens 
today, but before doing so let me te!! 
you that the lambs began to arrive 
on the 7th April. One ewe had two 
lambs and I carried Mary, the little 
girl I told you of, to see them. They 
must be the first ones she can re- 
member of, or could have taken no- 
tice of; so I asked her what these 
were, She said ‘‘cats,’’ and she still 
persists they are cats. This is her 
first impression. 

You and I had first impressions, ana 
when we look back, how vague they 
are and how glad we should be as} 
well as thankful to our _ parents, 
teachers, newspaper editors and others 
who teach us and put our minds and 
thoughts on the true road to know-| 
ledge, for among the other peculiar'!-| 
ties of knowledge is this: that one! 
can give away as much of it as he or} 
she possesses and etill retain it all 
and be none the worse for giving it 
away, provided those who receive it/| 
play the game fair. 

We had the first rain of the seasuna 
on the 18th, in the evening, and I was 
awakened in the night by the patter 
of it on the roof of the house when 
the clock rang three—and this morn-| 
ing, the 14th, how fresh everything is. 

The blades of grass are opening out 
nice and green to receive their re-| 
freshing drink; the seeds are unroll- 
ing the young leaves. Everything in| 
nature is at work. What a force thera) 
is, Not a corner, seen or unseen, but 
is at work, Speak of an atheist, Can 
there be such a one? Some may de- 
ceive themselves, trying to believe °°, 
but not one of them show by their 
works and deeds that they do believe 
it. Call that force by whatever name 
we may, it is evident to everyone. 

Now about the chickens, They, too, 
have begun to arrive, and active litte 
fellows they are. They like a hard- 
boiled egg, broken up and scattered 
about to them, Follow this up with 
some rolled oatmeal mixed with 
and after a week or ten days 
wheat that has been put through the} 
grist mill, not too finely ground, This 
latter can be the principal feed of tne 
chicks after they are a month old. 

Sow some lettuce now, and in a fev 
weeks the chicks will have green feed, 
and also sow dwarf green_kale, These 
two will do to begin with and soon 
there wil be pienty of other stuff frou 
the regular crops in the garden 
keep them going. 

In the absence of a chopping ma-)| 
chine costing about $2, get a boarl! 
and a sharp knife and prepare a fresh 
supply with each feed. 

See that there is grit or gravel with-| 
in their reach, because the chicks use

They are very fond of milk to drink 
and also if it is made into cottage 
cheese, I find rennet is not to be had 
in every place in Canada.

Each year, Dean Howes of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in Edmonton, came 
down and judged these gardens, and 
gave a talk in the evening at the hall 
on agriculture, Last year, Dean Hower 
was not able to come, so Professor 
Cutler came in his stead. Last year 
the alfalfa was judged for cultivation, 
general growth and freedom from} 
weeds. This year ft will be judged for 
seed, Professor Cutler gave an ad- 
dress in the evening and told how to} 
experiment with the alfalfa. 

He said “To leave some and to cut 
and cover some of it, and see which 
wintered the best, but as mine Is not 
up yet, T cannot tell how the experi-

CREAM CHEESE | 
ON THE FARM: 


Easily Made—Brings Return Of 
90 Cents Per Pound 
Buterfat 


Cream cheese appears to be the 
most popular soft cheese. It is easily 
made on the farm and requires very 
little special apparatus, The labor 
and cost of making and packing are 
small, so that the manufacture is well 
suited for any producer within a rea- 
sonable distance from a market. It 
is a suitable and remunerative metho] 
of marketing cream. During cool 
weather we have been able to keep 
this cheese for a week or ten days 
without any appreciable deterioration 
in flavor, but, as evaporation ts golag 
on continually, the cheese, unless ori- 
ginally made overweight, will not- be! 
up to the standard weight at the end) 
of this time, It is therefore advisable 
to place it on the market as soon as 
possible after completion. 

The experimental farm at Agassiz 
B.C., sold during the past twelve 
these cheeses in the 
city of Vancouver. The wholesale 
price obtained is 15c each, which 
amounts to $813 for the product dur- 
ing the past year. Each cheese weigns 
six ounces and approximately ten aoz- 
en are now being manufactured week- 
ly from 170 pounds of twelve per cent 
cream, This brings a return of nine y| 
cents per pound butterfat for the 
cream, with the whey retained for 
feeding purposes. re 

The shape of the cheese is cylin- 
drical from one to one and a haif 
inches deep and three inches in dia- 
meter. When moulding, the cheese 
is pressed into a cheesecloth cover 
and when ready for shipment is in- 
cased in a neat cardboard carton. It} 
is a cheap cheese and a convenient 
size for table use. Pienicers have 
found it a suitable substitute for meat
